Berlin, July 9. There is advice that the Ruf 
fians, after ravaging feveral difiricts on tie tron- 
tiers of Pruffian Pomerania and the New March 
of Brandebourg, are marched towards Silctias 
that their van-guard was at Gurau, four miles 
from Grand Glogau, the garrifon of which latt 
town has be&n reinforced with two battalions. 

Since our troors retired from before Stral 
fund, the Swedes have.occupied Demmin, and 
they have alfo fent a ftrong detachment towards 
Anclam, to make themielves, it poflible, mafters 
of that place. 

Cologn, July 11. Count Charles d’Arberg, 
Liewtenant-Colonel of the regiment that bears 
his name, arrived here this morning, having 
been difpatched on the 3d by Marfhal Daun, 
from his head-quarters at Grofs-Teinitz, to 
carry to Count Clermont an account of what 
has paffed at Olmutz. D’Arberg fays the attack 
of the numerous convoy was very warm and ob- 
ftinate. The efcorte confifted of 13 or 14,000 
men. General Laudon attacked it 6n one fide 
with about 6000 men; and General Zifkowitz 
on another with a body of the fame force, be- 
tween Troppau and Olmutz in the neighbour- 
hood of Domftattel. The rencounter was in 
the beginning moft furious, but the bravery of 
the Auftrians prevailed, and the enemy were 
totally defeated and difperfed. Upwards of 3000 
were ilain on the fpot. General Putkammer, 
two Majors, 20 Officers, and 400 foldiers were 
made prifoners by General Laudon, who alfo 
took fix pieces of cannon, and near 1000 wag- 
gons. General Zifkowitz, for his part, took two 
Field Officers, 2% other Officers, and two batta- 
lions of grenadiers (amounting to 800 men) 
with fix pieces of cannon, and 1coo waggons, 
which, as well as the other thoufand, being 
chiefly laden with ammunition, were deftroyed 
or blownup: After which General Laudon went 
in purfuit of the enemy. 

During this expedition, and before it, Marfhal 
Daun’s whole thoughts were employed on the 
means of raifing the fiege of Olmutz. He made 
feveral motions with his army to draw the Prui- 
fians out ef their advantageous fituation. Thee 
motions proving ineffectual, and there being no 
way left but to attack the Prufiians in their ad- 
vantageous camp, (a kind of enterprize very 
uncertain in its confequences, and generally 
very dangerous) he refolved to crofs the Moraw 
with his whole army, in order to get nearer to 
Oimutz, fupport the garrifon, and thereby force 
the Pruffians to change their pofition. 

He began his march in the evening: It took 
upalmoit the whcle nicht between the 1ft and 
24, for the men had near 32 leagues to travel ; 
and they performed it with fo much circum{pec 
tion, that the Pruffians knew nothing of it til! 
Jate in the day; fo that the Auitrians had full 
time to take quict pofle%ion of the eminences 
that were pitched on tor their encamping. 
This unlooked-tor march fo far forward, and 
the fevere check which the befiegers received by 
the lofs of the convoy, determined them to raife 
the fiege. They left behind them five mortars 
and three pieces of battering cannon.

Leiters irom Breft advife, that they are hard 
at work on the Royal Leuis, which is to mount 
116 guns, and they reckon it will be ready to 
put to fea next Winter, if the Court refolves, 
in its turn, to fend out a powertul fleet, in or- 
der to retaliate on the coafis of England the ra- 
vages committed this year on ours. 

Maryeilles, Fuae 24. Letters trom Mequinez 
advile, that the King of Morocco has already 
armed ten veflels, trom ten to thirty guns, to 
cruize upon the Chriftians ; and that as there is 
20 feet water on the bar of the river Sallee, ever 
fince the lait earthquake, he is building in that 
harbour two frigates, of forty guns each ; being 
furnifhed with the materials by the fubjeéts of 
acertain Power. 

Amferdam, Fuly 12. By a letter of good credit 
from St. Malo’s we learn, that belides the rope- 
walk, and the pitch-magazine, the number of 
veffels burnt by the Englifh amounted to 98, 
fmall and great, including the foreign fhips in 
the harbour. The:e was but one thip of fifty 
guns, and no frigate. There were only a few 
privateers; moft of them being at fea. But 
there were in the aforefaid number feveral vef- 
fels which the Government had _ hired to carry 
ammunition and provifions to the French colo- 
nies. As for the reft (fays this letter) we cannot 
enough commend the excellent diicipline ob- 
ferved by the troops under the Duke of Marl- 
borough. A foldier having taken two diamond 
rings from aGentlewoman, his Grace fent them 
back in aletter, and hanged the fellow. An- 
other foldier was fent out of the world in the 
fame mariner, for forcibly taking a hen from a 
poorwoman. ‘The Curate of Cancalle hid the 
church-plate under a grave-ftone. A French 
woman who faw him, informed fome Englith 
foldiers of it, and thefe did not fail to carry it off. 
Complaint being made by the inhabitants tothe 
Duke, he caufed the plate to be fearched for, 
and fent it back to the Curate, under his own 
feal, by the fellows who took it. They were not 
hanged, becaufe the woman was the principal 
offender: She was fent under a guard to St. 
Malo’s, where fhe was hanged up directly.

When the King of Pruffia began his march 
for Moravia, there was--fome reafon to ex- 
pect the Ruffians might be induced to re- 
main inactive, or, at leaft, that his Majefty 
judged he fhould make that province bear the 
charges of his expedition before they could draw 
near enough to cali off his attention to the iate- 
ty of his own dominions. He entered Moravia! 
in the beginning of May, and General Fermer 
did not quit hiscamp at Dirichow till the 10th 
of June; and trom the route he took fince, it is 
plain that his orders were to do his belt to draw 
off the Pruffians from Moravia. 

From Dirfchow, proceeding dire&lly wef, t 
Ruffian General might have come to Butow, t 
firft town in Pomerania, in two da he ¢ 
ftance not being above twenty-four -Eng 
tute miles: but inftead of taking that route, he! 
led his army to Konitz, which lies inthe Polith | 
territory, 49 miles weft of Dirfchow ; and froin { 
thence uc dciachcd a body of 7000 cofiacks, hus: | 
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fituated 72 miles weit of Konitz. * 

Thele yooo horicemen, after ravaging and 
plundering a town and about 20 villages in the 
diltrict of New stcttin, ranged about tne coun.

From Konitz, going directly north, a march 
of 15 miles would have brougiit Genera! Fermer 
into Pomerania; and it feems the Prufians ex- 
pected he would have taken that route, as Ge- 
neral Platen was poited with a body of troops at 
Stolpe, so miles north of New,Stettin, 

_ But whilethe Coifacks, &c. were employed in 
the above piilaging expedition, Permer brough 
his army up to Polen, or Poinania, fituated on 
the river Warta, 110 miles S. W. of Konitz, 69 
cait from the frontier of Brandenburg and 
about 70 N. E. from the principality of Giogan 
in Silefia; fince which, as appears by the lait 
advices, his vanguard was within 18 or 29 miles 
of Glogau. In the mean time another Ruffian 
army, led by General Brown, advanced to- 
wards the eattern borders of Silefia, and fome 
Coffacks have already appeared in the country. 
So that it was high time to think of raifing the 
liege of Olmutz, when two arimies of Barba- 
rians, making together above 80,000 men, were 
coming to ravage the Pruflian dominions. 

The Cardinal Patriarch of Lifbon, armed 
with full powers from the Apottolic See, has 
publifhed a decretal order, directing the Reve- 
rend Order of Jefuits, under pain of excoms 
munication, to deliver to him, in three times 
twenty-four hours, an exact account of all the 
lands and eifects poflefled by the Society in the 
dominions of Portugal, or in her colonies, to- 
gether with a true itate of their magazines in 
the latter; as allio of all tums of money, jew- 
els, and goods, depofited in their hands, either 
by communities, or private perions. They are 
already deprived of all their ichools, which are 
given to the Fathers Jacobins. It is apprehend- 
ed that much ftranger things will follow. 

By a letter from Dax or Daques, a city in 
Gaicony, 32 miles N. E. of Bayonne, we learn 
that jome hundreds of Britith failors are lan- 
guithing in a prifon there, and that if they be 
not foon exchanged, tew of them may fee their 
native country zgain, as fome of them drop vit 
daily. 

It is faid that Commodore Stevens, with four 
fips of the line, arrived at Bombay in the inid- 
dle of September lait.

*¢ Be it known, therefore, to all who will re- 
main im peaceable pofleffion of their habitations 
and effeéte, that they may flay unmolefted in 
their refpedtive dwellings, and follow their uiual 
occupations; aad that, excepting the cuftoms 
and taxes which tiey pay tothe King, nothing 
will be required of them, either in money or 
merchandizes, but what is abfolutely neceflary 
for the fubfittance of the army 5 and that for ail 
the provifions they thal bring in, they shall be 
paid ready money. 

“ On the contrary, if, notwithftanding this 
deciaration which we have been pleafed to make, 
the inhabitants of the towns or villages carry 
away their furniture, effects, or provitions, and 
abandon their houfes or dwellings, we thall treat 
fuch delinquents as enemies, and detiroy by fire 
and fword, or fuch other methods as fhall be in 
our power, their towns, villages, dwellings, or 
houfes.

CCORDING to the laft advices from Mo- 
ravia, the army under the command of 
Marfhal Count Daun was to decamp yefterday 
trom Ollichau, to follow that of the King of 
Pruffia, which was on the filth at Littau, from 
whence it has fince made fome motions, which 
fhew that it is going into Bohemia. 

Drefien, Fuly 11. The army of Prince Henry 
of Pruffia continues to be encamped in the 
neighbourhood of Tichoppau, and will proba- 
bly remain in the fame pofition till the body of 
Auftrian troops under the command of General 
Serbelloni makes fome further motions. 

Francfert, Fuly 14. The army under the com- 
mand of Prince de Soubiie continues its march 
to penetrate into the Landgraviate of Heile- 
Caffel. This army will probably meet with the 
lefs dificulty in the purfuit of its operations, as 
the country againft which they are direéted is 
not covered by any place of ftrength, and is 
belides entirely deftitute of regular troops.

Prince Ferdinand of Brunfwick perceiving that 
the French army was in mation, his Serene 
Highnefs refolved to meet the enemy, and en- 
deavour to furprize them‘on their march. ‘The 
Allied army paffed the Erft on the 14th in three 
‘different places, and advanced as faft as the 
roads, which were almoft impracticable, would 
permit. The enemy perceived him too foon. 
He made all poffible diligence to make himfelf 
matter of the rifing grounds; but that did not 
binder the Allied army from advancing to fotm 
itfelf in line of battle, within reach of theenemy’s 
‘cannon. However it could not get poffeflion of 
the neceflary ground ; fo that Prince Ferdinand 
feeing his defigns could not be executed with 
equal advantage, the two armies paffed the day 
in fight of each other, without either being able 
to gain any advantage.

counts are kept) how many landmen die in na- 
val expeditions, by ficknefs or otherwile, and 
how many drop in battle on the fide of Ger- 
many. 
’ Tallow that it would be better for us to take 
more German troops into our pay, than to fend 
over any forces to join the Prince of Brunt- 
wick’s army: and in fuch a cafe, I think, we 
could do with fewer'troops at home. But if we 
cannot find any more to hire in the Empire, 
and have more than we know how to employ 
againtt the French coafts, or more than are ne- 
ceflary for fuch expeditions, there tan be no fo- 
lid objeftions to the fending part of them to 
Germany ; for if we fuffer the tide of fuccefs to 
ftop, it may poffibly turn againft us, and’ the 
game be irretrievably lof: and therefore I re- 
peat it once more, that I wifh they had been 
fent off three months fooner. 

That his Prufiian Majetty never was dilatory 
in aftiting his friends, appears by his conduct 
lait fuumer, when he left fome of his troops 
with the Army of Obfervation, tho’ he had not 
men enough to make head again‘ the Aufrizns 
and Ruffians at once: and in the mid of win- 
ter he reinforced the Hanoverians with a body 

f fix thoufand horfe, drawn froin Pomerania ; 
without which they could not have cleared their 
country of the French, nor followed thes to 
the Rhine. It may be faid, it was the Praffian 
vionarch’s intereft to do fo; that his helping 
(inhover is the fame thing as helping himfelf, 
his is readily granted, and it is happy for us 
that we have at Isft got an Ally that unilers 
Lands hiv intereit, and knows how to purfue it:

HE Monitor of Saturday laft contains a 
Letter from a Correfpondent, in which are
